performance was started in 


1921 
by a few local lovers of the 


roundup, 'with no plan of making 
it a permanent rodeo. The idea 
took so well and the demand for 
repetition was so strong that it was 
planned for a second year and an- 
other—until this is the eleventh. 


It's not a local affair at all, but 
a thorough Nebraska 
institution. 


Cars from every state in the union 
and from all of Nebraska's ninety- 
three counties are always parked 
about Burwell at rodeo time and 
bring thousands of visitors to the 
town and the state. Lincoln busi- 
ness men, the chamber of com- 
merce, and the city have always 
co-operated with the idea. The 
managers always plan Lincoln day 


for the last day of the rodeo, Fri- 
day, 
August 14. this year, and the 
Burlington's special train always 
carries a large aggregation of Lin- 
coln men. Governor Bryan will be 
"among those present," and Mayor 
Zchrung, the officers and directors 
of the Lincoln chamber of com- 
merce, 
and 
Burlington 
officials 


have been especially invited. 


Excellent Radnsr Card. 


The rodeo has an excellent rac- 


ing card with six or seven races 
each day, including Roman stand- 
ing, 
cow girl and cow boy relay 
races, wild horse races, flat races, 
and' such events. The show always 
provides about one hundred "fiery, 
temperamental, 
non - subduable" 


horses, and a special feature of this 
year Is the Mfller's Society, Horse 
show, nationally known and in- 
tensely interesting. It carries six- 
teen horses ' and . ten men, whp 
bring twelve separate and complete 
acts. Among the events of the 
horse show are a trick riding act, 
with four people performing on 
horses going at top speed; high 
school horses; an educated mule, 
worked by a clever clown; hunting 
act, which includes a group of 
steeple chase and hunting horses; 
jumping nad riding by boy and girl 
riders in full hunt livery; trick and 
fancy roping; Australian bull whip 
manipulations; horse catching act, 
in which a cow boy makes sensa- 
tional horse catches; and Liberty 
horse, world's champion high jump- 


ing pony; and horses that Jump 
over an automobile. 


Following entry day. which is 
Tuesday, the rodeo opens Wednes- 
day at 1 o'clock, and continues for 
three days, closing Friday. The 
daily Liiow continues for at least 
five hours. Thc full race card is 
run on a very fine race track. The 
trick and fancy riding and roping 
contests are held on the track, and 
in the center is the wild west con- 
test arena. It's a regular three- 
ring circus, for contests and races 
on the track are co-incident with 
the contests in the arena. It's a 
big contest of the top hands in 
each event. And the spectators, the 
grandstand cares for 20.000—and 
it's always full—see a wonderful 
array of talent from all parts of 
the United States and Canada. 
Large prizes and valuable trophies 
are given for all contests. 


Displays On Exhibition. 


During the forenoon of each day, 
the agricultural, fine arts, and live 
stock displays are on exhibition.

Show Skill at Roping^ 


Calf-roping does not have the 


dangerous aspect that bronc riding 


attracted many women. However, 
Fox Hastings. BHlcd as the cham- 
pion lady bulldogger of the world, 
will bulldog one steer each day 
from the chutes, the same as the 
men contestants in the bulldogging 
contest. The steer weighs 1.000 
pounds—the lady—eight hundred 
and some pounds less—and the re- 
sult is rather thrilling.

BUMPER COTTON 
CROP PREDICTED 


Prices are Sent Skidding 
Following Government 


Announcement. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8— (tJP) — 


A government forecast that this 
year's cotton crop would be among 
the greatest ever picked hit Ameri- 
can- agriculture with a staggering 
impact today. 


The department of agriculture es- 


timated the 1931 crop would be 15,- 
584,000 bales. The 
announcement 


sent prices skidding. There was ex- 
cited speculation in the cotton trade 
regarding possible further demoral- 
ization of the market when trading 
is resumed Monday. 


This formal government forecast 


exceeded by 1.500.000 bales the pri- 
vate crop estimates of the cotton 
trade. Such a spread between the 
.federal and private figures is un- 
precedented. The prospect-for this 
year is greater By 1,652,000 than the 
1930 
production. 
German Offers Rejected. 


News of the bumper crop was re- 


ceived as the federal farm board 
pondered the fate of 1.300.000 bales 
of surplus cotton owned in behalf 
of the government by the Cotton 
Stabilization corporation. The board 
vesterday rejected German offers to 
purchase 600.000 bales and to take 
an option on 200.000 more under a 
long term credit arrangement. Pres- 
ident Hoover had suggested such a 
transaction to Germany. 


The farm board countered with a 


proposal that Germany utilize dol-! 
lar credits due her nationals through 
findings of the Germany-American. 
mixed claims commission. By using: 
dollar credits to be available here. 
Germany could purchase cotton- 
from the current big crop.

Proposing that ;c re- 
trench, its war for lower gas rates, 
he announced that in the event the 
suggestion was ignored he was gird- 
ing himself for a fight to the finish. 


GOT. Woodrin£ Replies. 


^In a terse statement Gov. Harry 
Woodring today replied to the let- 
ter accusing him of being a "tool 
of The Star'' by inquiring: 
"What has Mr. Doherty to say 
about lower .gas rates for Kansas 
consumers?" 


As to his opponent's acquisition 
of an interest in the Journal-Post, 
the governor had no comment. 
Speculation was generally inclined 
to the trend of the extent to which 
Doherty's part ownership would 
show in the paper's columns. 
Concurrent with the announce- 
ment of the purchase, the Journal- 
Post yesterday said:

Farm Board Has Little 


Hope That Berlin 
Will Take Wheat. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—(INS)—• 


The administration's hope ot selling 
Germany a huge amount of cotton 
and also wheat was heightened today 
with reports of a new oiler for cot- 
ton by Germany anU the prospect 
of direct negotiations between Ger- 
man representatives and the federal 
farm board. 


While the state department offi- 


cially removed itself from any part 
in the proceedings, high adminis- 
tration officials expressed the hope 
an agreement could be reached 
which might stabilize cotton prices 
here and 
further strengthen the 


German industrial situation. 


Following the board's rejection of 


Germany's proposal to buy 600,000 
bales of cotton because the terms 
asked were too liberal, the German 
government was reported to have 
agreed to an increase in the price. 


Deny Second Proposal Received. 
Both the State department and 


farm board denied a second propos- 
al had reached Washington, but 
there were indications It was ex- 
pected and negotiations would fol- 
low. 


Dr. Friedrich Wilhelm Von Pritt- 


witz, the 
German ambassador to 


America, has cut short his vacation 
here at the request of Chancellor 
Bruening and is saU'ng for the 
United States next Thursday. 
In 


the meantime otner diplomatic re- 
presentatives of Germany are ex- 
pected to discuss the situation here. 


The board's suggestion that Ger- 


many utilize payments due her na- 
tionals for war damage in carrying 
out the cotton deal brought the dis- 
closure from the treasury depart- 
ment that but $18,000,000 is available 
for payment to German nationals 
on claims for seizure of ships, a ra- 
dio station and patents during the 
World war. 


Claims are now about ready to be 


certified by the war claims arbiter. 
Originally $50,000,000 was appropri- 
ated for American and German 
claims with a provision that addi- 
.ional funds would be made avail- 
able up to $100,000,000. _ 


Refusal Welcomed, by Critics. 


The board's refusal to accept the

Low Records. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8—(U.P.) — A 


world avalanche of golden grain ha* 
smothered wheat prices. 


Tie final clang of the gong in 


the grain pits

board of trade today rang out a 
week that is now historical for its 
record number of new all-time l 
prices. 


On four successive days wheat 


futures were battered 
down 
to 


prices lower than any posted at 
the board of trade since its or- 
ganization in 1848. 


Cash wheat was beaten back -.to 


1852 
quotations. 


The onslaught, started by esti- 
mates that the winter 
crop will 
total 743 million bushels—the larg- 
est ever recorded in America—was 
halted Friday by the sudden shift 
of Fred TJhlmann, prominent trad- 
er from a bearish to a bullish po- 
sition. 


The sharp price rise that resulted 


from Uhlmann's change was large- 
ly nullified today when profit tak- 
ing and other 
factors weakened 
wheat's close. 


Decline Begins Monday. 


The record making- decline be- 
gan last Monday after the winter 
crop estimates were published. 


The next day Liverpool wheat 


fell to 55 U cents a bushel, the low- 
est since 1591 in Queen Elizabeth's 
reign. 


In Chicago, September wheat fell 


to 47% cents a new all-time low 
mark. 


By Friday, when Uhlmann's op- 
timism temporarily halted the de- 
cline, September wheat had gone 
to 47% cents, % cents lower than 
the all time low set for all futures 
by July wheat at 48 cents 
last 
month. 


Other grades of wheat, corn, oats

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—Nebraska 


averaged more than a car for every 
farm in the state in 1930, figures of 
a re:ent farm survey made public 
by the Census Bureau today indi- 
cate. Farms in the state reported 
a total of 141,144 automobiles on 
118,860 of the state's 129,458 farms, 
showing a big increase over the 
1920 record of 104,453 cars and 124,- 
417 farms. 
This does not include 26,045 motor 


trucks owned by Nebraska farmers 
in 1930, as compared to only 6,548 
farm trucks in the state in 1920. 


Telephones in farm homes de- 
creased during the decade, however, 
from 95,050 in 1920 to 93,888 in 
1930, but many more farm homes 
now are equipped with electric lights 
and running water than were 10 
years ago. Farms having the con- 
venience of electric lights at the 
time of the 1930 census numbered 
21.380 as against 12,062 equipped 
with either gas or 
electricity in 


1920, while 38,357 farm homes in 
the state coasted running water at 
the end of the ten year period as 
compared with 20,691 at the begin- 
ning Of Luti u6C£U2c. 


Many More Tractors. 


Tractors on Nebraska farms in- 


creased from 11,100 to 40,729 in the 
ten years. 
With the general increase in 


farm equipment, there was a de- 
crease in expenditures for farm 
labor," for fertilizer, and for feed, 
including hay, grain, mill feed and 
so forth. 


The total cash payment to farm 


laborers in Nebraska in 1929 was 
$25,356,051 as compared to $34,604,- 
188 in 1919. In 1919, $64,752 was 
spent for fertilizer and only $53,709 
was expended for this purpose in 
1929.Feed 
expenditures 
in 1919 


amounted to $58,623,746 and dropped 
to $42,236,136 in 1929. 


Despite the deciease in expendi- 


tures for feed, milk production in 
Nebraska registered a big increase 
over the ten year period, with 292,- 
937,813 gallons produced m 1929 as 
against 168,083.367 in 1919

Peach orchards, how- 
ever, showed an increase in the 
total number of trees and total yield 
over the ten year period.

Hands as Important as Head 


When Driving Car. 


Hand signals are as important to 
the safe driving of motor vehicles 
as adequate brakes or skillful hand- 
ling of steering wheels. Operators 
should give adequate and precise 
hand signals when making unex- 
pected or unusual moves, or when 
encountering hazards that may 
mean danger for the motorist be- 
hind. 
Hand signals are made by 
extending the left arm horizontally 
from the side of the vehicle for a 
sufficient length of time to 
be 
clearly seen and recognized 
by 
other 
motorists, motormen, 
or 
pedestrians.

Automobile owners should take 
reasonable precautions against loss 
of valuable possessions unguarded 
in cars.

Exhaust gaskets and connections 
should be tight at all times to pre- 
vent escape of poisonous carbon- 
monoxide gas. 


If the wheel rims have been 
sprung or bent in striking curbs or 
other objects, these parts should be 
either conditioned or replaced. 
Inspect the connections at the 
horn itself if the horn, refuses to 
blow. If they are tight the next 
point of inspection should be the 
connections at the ammeter. 


Four violations that cause the 
most tiouble generally for motor- 
ists are excessive speed, cutting In 
and out of line, failure to grant 
right of way. and traveling on the 
left side of the road. 
Headlight lenses can be kept from 
turning in the rim by wrapping a 
layer or two of friction tape on the 
edge before installing. This pro- 
cedure also eliminates rattling of 
the lens in the lamp.

swimming of objects before the eye 
and photohobic. 


"The photophobic and the swim- 
ming of objects before the eye pre- 
vents Mr. Schmeling from using his 
eye normally and another punch on 
the injured part of the eye trill lead 
to new bleedings and swellings of 
the eye. and probably to a long last- 
ing periosteitis. 
"This diagnosis forbids training as

AR, over the control of the 
cauliflower industry of Europe 
Impends. In an open letter the In- 
ternational Boxing Union, which 
includes i epresentatives from ah of 
the countries of continental Europe 
with the exception of Soviet Rus- 
sia and Lithuania, denounces the 
British Board of Boxing Control 
for rejecting the International Box- 
ing Union's plans for determining 
who shall be heavyweight cham- 
pion of Europe. 


According to the open letter, the 


British board, which would cor- 
respond to our New York State 
Boxing Commission, insists 
that 
the countries affiliated with the 
International Boxing Union have 
their candidates for the heavy- 
weight title fight it out. The win- 
ner of that series of eliminations 
is to be considered as the heavy- 
weight champion of 
continental 
Europe. 


In the meantime, the British 
Empire will hold eliminations of its 
own and decide as to who shall be 
the heavyweight champion of EngJ 
land. This post is still open, Phill 
Scott having resigned after having 
been beaten by Larry Gams, of 
Canada. But the British Board of 
Boxing Control undertakes to sup- 
ply a worthy successor to meet the 
champion of continental 
Europe 


for the championship of all Europe. 
That would sound fair enough, 
but the International Boxing Union 
asserts that the British Board of 
Boxing Control insists that the 
final elimination for the heavy- 
weight championship of all Europe 
be held on British soil and thtt 
the decision be rendered by judges 
of the British Board of Boxing 
Control. 
Hence 
the 
indignation 
which is rocking the European 
cauliflower world to its founda- 
tions. 


The conclusion of the letter is 
in the nature of an ultimatum. It 
reads, as far as I can make it out: 


"We have to point out that the 
British Board of Boxing Control 
has no regulations of its own but 
that it applies the rules of a club, 
the National Sporting Club of Lon- 
don, which, for the first time this 
year, has stipulated that the judg- 
ing 
for 
the 
championships of 


Europe must obey the same rule as 
the judging for national British 
contests. 


"That, on the other hand, the 
rules of the International Boxing 
Union, which requires three judges 
of three different nationalities, up- 
hold 
everybody's rights in any 
country. 


'Meanwhile the countries freshly 
arrived to boxing, this way of judg- 
ing is, at the same time, a means 
of education and a sporting war- 
ranty. For the system proned by 
the British rules would make inter- 
national contests—in a nation that 
came late to boxing—judged by 
three judges of this new country 
and these officials knowing surely 
less in boxing matters than those 
belonging to nations affiliated to 
the I. B. U., since ten, fifteen or 
twenty years. 
"The I. B. U. so showed its good 
will, all its patience, all its willing- 
ness to come to an agreement. Its 
delegates have adjured the B. B. C. 
in the superior and world wide in- 
terest of boxing to get affiliated 
with the I. B. U. Jill these efforts 
failed. 
The International Boxing Union 


received only negative anwsers and 
manifestations of an extreme in- 
tractability and ^retentions that 
are another negation to sporting 
justice because thev do not allow 
any foreign boxer boxing in Eng- 
land to defend his sportive rights. 
Consequently the I. B. TJ. let it be 
known that from now on no fur- 
ther attempt will be made to ap- 
proach the British Board of Boxing 
Control. It's doctrine stands as a 
whole."

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America Favored Repeat In '32 Olympics 
(jermans, Finns Among 
Countries Figured To 
Run Americans Close 


BY EGBERT EDGREN. 


There is a rumor going around that Uncle Sam isn't go- 


ing to win a flat race in the coming Olympic games, and that 
so many brilliant stars are coming up in all the countries of 
the world that we'll be lucky if we win anything at all. The 
Olypmic supremacy held so long Jby Uncle Sam is threat- 
ened very, very seriously, according to report, and some of 
the athletic sharps are almost crying over it. 


We have walked off with the honors in nine Olympic 


meets, and an indignant world is going to shove us down in 
the tenth. That's the theory, at least. We have been slip- 
ping fast since 1896, when a, band of American athletes 
travelled over to Athens to compete against the rest of the 
world in the first renewal of the ancient event. That Amer- 
ican bunch of boys swept track and field with little opposi- 
tion except in the marathon, won by Loues, the Greek, and 
two distance runs. Americans won the 100 meters, 400 
meters, England the 800 and 1;500 meters, Americans the 
hurdles, pole vault, high jump, broad jump, hop-step-and- 
jump, shot put and discus throw. 


Other Nation* Improve. 


American teams went on cleaning 


up In Olympic after Olympic, but 
since 1912 the margin has been de- 
creasing, no^ so much because of 
any weakness In-our teams as be- 
cause Europe and the rest of the 
world has taken very seriously to 
athletics. In the 1928 Olympics, held 
at Amsterdam, we sent over what 
looked like a corking team, and 
Raymond J. Barbutl was our only 
winner of an Individual fiat race. He 
won the 400 meters from Ball, of 
Canada, by Inches. 


The decline started with the com- 
ing up of the great Finnish run- 
ners, who were unbeatable in i the 
long distance races, although from 
time to time Swedes, Germans and 
English runners have cut in. 
Sprinters Slipping: 


Even our short distance runners 


have slipped. We've had six win- 
ners of the 100 meter race. South 
Africa, England and Canada have 
had one each. At the last Olympics 
we sent the fastest man who ever 
wore a spiked shoe— Frankie Wy- 
koff, who holds the world record of 
9.4 for the 100 yards—and he fin- 
ished fourth. 
' 


This was undoubtedly because of 


our foolish system of tryouts that 
run the athletes into the ground be- 
fore the event they are headed for. 
The boys run their hearts out to 
make the team, and instead of being 
trained to the peak of form for the 
Olympic trial they have to reach 
their peak for the 
tryouts—after 


which they naturally slump. 
At 


Cambridge in 1928 I saw Wykoff win 
his four Heats in the trials of the 
100 meters, each in record time 
After that exhausting effort the boy 
wasn't at his best again for months 
Others were affected the same way. 
Our 
athletic 
authorities, having 


learned nothlnp from experience, are 
about to repeat the same system of 
trials next spring, and if anything 
beats America, this will. 


Stronger In Field. 


We always have been stronger in 


the field events than on the track, 
because while our short distance 
runners and hurdlers excelled there 
was the weakness in long distance 
races. We've had no weakness in 


field events. Take the Olympic rec- 
ords. The 100 meter record is held 
jointly by America, Great Britain 
and Canada. The 200 meters jointly 
by America and Germany. The 400 
and 800 meters by Great .Britain. 
The 1,500 to 10,000 meter records by 
Finland, which also holds Olympic 
records for the uentathloii and the 
decathlon. The 10.000 meter walk 
record is held by Canada. The 110- 
meter hurdles by South Africa. The 
400 meter hurdles jointly by Great 
Britain and America. We hold the 
400 meter relay record and the 1,600 
meter relay records. Finland holds 
the record for the 3,000 meter team 
race.

new hurdle record breaker and other 
fast men up to a mile; and a chance 
to break into the flat races in sev- 
eral events beyond the sprints. 


Well, Europe, including the great 
Finns and the doughty Germans 
who ran second to us last time, will 
no doubt come on with far better 
athletes than ever before. 
But I 


doubt that 1932 is the year we are 
to be overtaken. Sometimes, perhaps, 
but not just yet.

The roof lines of the house have 


been changed to give the dormer 
effect. Broad dormers on each side 
of the roof break the roof to pro- 
vide the necessary light and venti- 
lation. 


The former window openings at 


the side on the second floor have 
been widened to a bay containine 
two double hung windows.

Nancy's idea for •asinsf this <juilt- 


Ine pattern is as follows: 


C-jt c"j* 'he pattern as given in 


today's paper to paste in the Nan- 
cv Patrc Scrap Boo* leaflet. Keep 
the directions which you arc now 
reading, with this pattern. 
Using carbon pap-er trace Uie oat- 


line of tee pattern onto a piece of 
light weight, but fairly stiff card- 
board. 
Cut out the pattern after it is 


traced onto the cardboard. 


When the quilt is stretched on 
the quilting frames lay this card- 
board design on a six inch white 
block and with a sharp penal trace 
its outline. Then lay the card- 
board on another white block su-d 
trace She pattern again. These 
faint pencil marks give the pal^crn 
which is followed by the quilter. 
Quilting is nothing but a fine run- 
ning stftch which ROCS Ihroueh the 
top of quilt the interlining and the 
back of quilt. Its purpose is to hold 
the material's together so they do 
not wrinkle and bulge. 
Nancy said she thought the orig- 


inal idea was the practical one, just 
mentioned, to keep 1he quilt Hat. 
but that some artistic seamstress 
had made her rows of quilting 
stitches into a patten*.

The trained quilters ma3ce fins 
running stitches of incredible small- 
ness and evenness so that the fin« 
ished quilt is beautiful not only 
cause of iis pieced or appliqur 
pattern but also because of its 
finit«,imal stitches in white thr 
which make patterns of beauty 
the white blocks and .vtrips. 


And one of the prettiest of th«( 
patterns, which is also one of 
easiest is the Bell flower patter 
which is sivcu today.

Opening One No-Trump. 


An opening one no-trump is to be avoided if possible. Having as 
dealer or second hand the 2% honor tricks and as third and fourth 
hand, the 3 honor tncks required the only excuse 
for a no-trump bid is that the hand contains no 
biddable suit. 


Better to shade a biddable suit than to open a 
no-trump. "There is no worse bid in the world," says 
Mr. Culbertson. 


The partner, in responding to this bid may find 
himself in one of five situations. First, he may hold 
less than 1 honor trick. With this hand, he passes. 
There is no obligation here to make any other re- 
sponse. 


Second in order, having 1% honor tncks, partner 
may make a regulation takeout if he has a biddable 
suit. His holding added to the 2*$ honor tricks shown 
in the opening bid makes only 4 jonor tncks in all. 
Unless, further strength is disclosed by the opening 
bidder the outcome of either the one no-trump or 
the takeout is doubtful. Lacking a biddable suit but 
having Hi honor tncks partner may pass.

With two plus honor tricks in hand the partner may raise the no- 
trump or he may make a regulation takeout. With this honor trick 
requirement and

HESE United States had 


had a very brief and del- 


icate existence in 1812. 


Among the countries of the 


v/orld, our life has been rather 
short, even in 1931. 


To us, however, as sons and 


daughters of the new world, 
one hundred nineteen years of 
history gleams rather a proud 
record. To us, as Nebras- 
kans, since there dwells 
among us those who remem- 
ber the beginnings of the 
state, one hundred nineteen 
years carries us back to the 
realism that was our funda- 
mental history. 


1812— 
It was an adventurous man who 
dreamed oJ life beyond the "Miss- 
issippi. Four years later, Illinois tei- 
ritory covered acres that some day 
were to give way to the state and 
to parts of Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota. Mississippi was a territory, the 
point of land extending into the 
Gulf of Mexico and the 
Atlantic 
was Spanish Florida. Michigan had 
territory attached. Indiana, just 


, taken in as a state, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Louisiana, and the sea- 
board states were as we know them 
today. Far across the continent, to 
the line of the Rio Grande and the 
115th meridian in the northwest was 
the Missouri territory, so designated 
in 1812. Beyond it lay the laud ex- 
plored only in 1805 by Lewis and 
Clarke and New Spain. 


New States Enter Union. 


In 1852, Arkansas, Missouri, and 
Iowa had been added to the states 
along the Mississippi. Minnesota 
topped them as a territory in the 
north. Oregon. Utah,vew Mexico 
were new territories. Texas was a 
new name in the states. California 
had been admitted by two years. 
Between them was the fearsome 
Indian country, unorganized, where 
white men were prohibited 
from 
staying. 
Not in 1812 nor In 1816 nor in 


1852 could you find the name Ne- 
braska, 


In 1844. Stephen A. Douelas. then 
a member of the house of -eureseat- 
atives. introduced a bill to roafc: A 
territory 
out of this part of tl>e 
Louisiana purchase, but it vas never 
reported from the committee. It was 
not until a cold Fcbruarv day nine 
years later, that a bill to orcani«s 
a Nebraska tcmtorv passed the 
house. Even then, it did not renth 
a vote in the senate. 


1812— 
The second United States 
-war 
with Great Britain was declared on 
June 19. 
_ Amone the 523.000 and some hun- 
dreds of men who marched away to 
that conflict was George DJal. i '• 
private.

sr couldn't look forward nearly 
half a century and know that his 
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patnotic aadeavor would, be the real 
foundation of a. home in Nebraska. 
If he were like most of us, 
he 
would have said it would be impos- 
sible Were he slightly more open- 
minded, he would undoubtedly have 
termed such an event highly im- 
probable, and have admitted that he 
would never live to see the day that 
the lar part of the United States 
was even partially settled. 
However, this really isn't George 
Dial's story, although he is the long 
ago cause of the tale. 
It's really of Leonard Kinsey, who 
didn't have anything to do with the 
war of 1812. 
About seventy years ago, when 
the magic word of empire was 
"Westward Ho!" and when Horace 
Greeley had handed to the Amer- 
ican youth the slogan, "Go west, 
young:"man, go west," a far-scelns 
young man of Valparaiso, tod., de- 
termined to follow (the editorial 
advice. William Kinsey, the yoUng 
man, loaded his possession in a 
covered -wagon, yoked up an, ox team 
helped his small family In the 
wagon, and set forth, buoyed by the 
prevalent western fever and with an 
ambition for a home in Nebraska. 
Riding with his father was Leonard, 
then a boy of ten. 
Reaches Richardson County. 
Unlike many in those creeping 
caravans that crossed rivers 
and 
prairies, the Kinseys knew the lo- 
cation, if not the appearance, 
of 
their new home. And it was du» to 
one George Dial, Ohio soldier of tb» 
war of 1812. Given a land grant for 
his services, two years befora Abra- 
ham Lincoln signed the homestead 
act and a Nebraskan. Daniel Free- 
man, filed for the first claim to 
the United States, the Ohioaa had 
not used it. 


When William Kinsey cam* to 
Nebraska, he had a land warrant 
in his pocket, assigned him by his 
wife's brother. Robert Worley, and 
assigned to Worley by George Dial, 
private in 
Captain 
Wrickman's 
company of .Ohio militia in the war 
of 1812. After weeks of weary 
travel, the Kinseys came to the 
land, now located just south of 
Verdon, in Richardson county. On 
this piece of land, William Kinsey 
erected a house, where Leonard, 
then a boy of ten, began his pio- 
neer Nebraska life. 
The warrant. No. 88871, was 
signed by James Buchanan, presi- 
dent of the United States. October 
1. 1860. and is in the possesion 
of Mr. Kinsey. It reads as follows: 
The United States of America. 
To All To Whom These Pres- 
ents Shall Come, Greetings 
Whereas, In pursuance of th» 
Act of Congress, approved March 
3. 1855, entitled "An Act In addi- 
tion to certain Acts granting 
Bounty Land to certain Officers 
and Soldiers who have been en- 
gaged in the Military Service of 
the United States," there has 
been deposited in the General 
Land Office. Warrant No. 58871 
for 160 acres. Ja favor of George 
Dial private Captain Wricksnan's 
company. Ohio Militaa War 1812. 
•with evidence that the same has 
been duly located apon ttie South 
West quarter of-section Thirteen 
in Township Two North of Range 
fifteen Kast in the District of 
Lands subject to sale at Brown- 
•ville. Nebraska containing one 
hundred and sixtv acres, accord- 
ing to the Official Plat of the 
Suney of the said Land returned 
to the General Land Office by 
the Surveyor General the said 
warrant bavins been assigned by 
the said George D3aJ to Robert 
Worley in whose favor said tract 
has been located. 


Now know ye. That there Ss 
therefore granted by the United 
States unto the said Robert. 
Worley as assignee as aforesaid 
and to his heirs the tract oT Land 
above described. To have and to 
hold the said tract of Land, with 
the appurtenances thereof, until 
the sajd Robert Worley heirs and 
assigns forever."

Mr. Kiiusey recalls many \eiy in- 


teresting events, of the early clays 
in Richardson county, and many 
of the then notable persons, prom- 
inent in the making of Nebraska 
history. 


The old Heinselman mill on the 


Muddy was a putt of the Kinsev 
homestead, the land being donated 
to the county for school puiposes. 
The mill was operated to brlni? 
four families to that section, so 
that a private school could be 
maintained, and to supply the res- 
idents with flour. 


Graduated From Peru Normal, 
In 1869. Mr. Kinsey graduated 


from Peru state normal, but he 
spent the major portion of his time 
on the farm with his parents. The 
fathei, who died at eighty, and the 
mother, who lived until' she was 
seventy-five, are buried in the Ver- 
don cemetery. 


Those were the days of prairie 


chickens, prairie fires, grasshoppeis. 
and county seat squab Ics. The 
county seat was first located at 
Salem, and was taken, illegally, it 
is said, to Frills City. A number of 
voters wanted the county seat at 
Centerville, located in the center of 
the county. Two lone trees marked 
this spot for many years, where 
about the only improvement was a 
well, partly finished 
There were 


several quarrels as to those who 
should pay for the rope to draw 
water. There was even some fight- 
ing over the matter, two persons 
being killed in the dispute. 


Indians were many m Mr Kin- 


sey's pioneer days, and they did not 
knock when calling on the families. 
If they weie not at home, they 
helped 
themselves to household 


supplies, unless a cross dog were 
kept to preient such marauding. 
Land was broken with ox teams, 
corn cultivated with a single shovel 
plow, an up-to-the-minute inven- 
tion, as interesting to the farmer 
then as the flying machine is to 
the ordinary person of this day. 


Mr. Kinsey was well acquainted 


with Judges Shoenheit, Wlllhite. 
Weaver, Falloon, Thomas, Broady 
Isham, and Reavis, with 
Percy 


Pecpoon, editor of the Falls City 
Journal and Clay Davis of the 
News. George Slocum, Vint, Mar- 
ion, and Bill Arnold, the Wickhams, 
and many others were among the 
old time pioneers and citizens of 
Leonard Kinsey's acquaintance. The

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INDUSTRIAL VISION. 


What would be the ultimate development of that 


district in Lincoln ' north of R street and in the 
neighborhood of the Rock Island riKht of way has 
been a matter of concern to city officials. Because 
of the constant dangers arisinK from the traffic in 
the railroad yards, it was obviously unfitted for a 
residential section. 
And yet, as one of the older 


parts of the city, a large number of modest homes 
were built there. 


The answer to the question has been supplied as 


a result of the vision of George Abel and his asso- 
ciates. A little more than two and one-half years 
ago, Mr. Abel acquired the old interurban. the tracks 
of which traverse this locality. He has converted the 
interurban into a belt line railway to provide sorely 
needed switching facilities for a number of business 
concerns. 


Mr. Abel had more ambitious plans than that, how- 


ever. Through the expenditure of a large amount of 
his own funds, 'he acquired a tract of several acres 
in the vicinity of the Rock Island and the old in- 
terurban right of way, and he has developed that 
land into an industrial section. He has cleared it 
of the houses which formerly stood upon it. He has 
utilized a portion of it for the construction of a gi- 
gantic concrete mixing plant and, with Charles Stu- 
art, is now building a massive, three story ware house, 
which will enable Lincoln firms to distribute then- 
products far more economically than is possibly under 
present conditions. More than that, as a result of 
his foresight, faith, and courage, this community is 
now in a position to extend to any manufacturing 
concern which desires to locate here, a building site 
for a factory at a relatively low cost. 


* • * 


Mr. Abel is entitled to a great deal of credit for 


what he has done and he should receive the whole- 
hearted, enthusiastic support of the community. It 
is his own funds which he has spent in developing 
this industrial area. Nor is it a small investment. 
For the acquisition of the land alone Mr. Abel paid 
thousands of dollars. 


Only those who have had the opportunity of com- 


ing closely In contact with the problem of locating 
industry Trill appreciate the value of Mr. Abel's con- 
Itribution. There has been a scarcity of industrial 
•sites in this city. The expansion of the campus of 
the University of Nebraska, which began in 1914 and 
'•has continued for more than a decade, took over a 
great deal of land which naturally would have been 
excellently adapted to industrial purposes. Most of 
the territory to the west is already occupied. Vir- 
tually the only section which remains and which 
could meet the requirements of being advantageous- 
ly located close within the city is that tract which 
Mr. Abel has prepared for industrial development. 


Lincoln has been particularly fortunate in that she 


has possessed business men with initiative and energy. 
The beauty of the retail section of this city is due to 
the enterprise of the merchants who have built stores 
far above the average found in communities the size 
of Lincoln and have stocked them with the finest 
merchandise obtainable. The next step in Lincoln's 
development must be o' an industrial character. We 
must have factories here to provide employment, for 
men at the head of families. We have virtually 
reached the limit of our growth, unless we can at- 
tract manufacturing enterprises here. 
* * * 


And, Industry is certain to come to Lincoln, be- 


cause it is slowly but surely moving westward. The 
demand at this time is for manufacturing conducted 
with the greatest degree -of efficiency and economy. 
Heretofore. Nebraska has been handicapped because 
there was not cheap fuel to provide motive power for 
factories. Now that has been solved -with the coming 
of natural gas, so that industry, which hesitated or 
refused completely to come west into, the heart of 
the region where the raw products are produced, need 
no longer to remain in the east. 


There has always been a certain amount of ab- 


surdity jn shipping thousands of tons of food stuffs 
east at heavy transportation expense, to be made in- 
to the finished products and again to be shipped west 
for consumption. In the next ten years we may 
reasonably throughout this plains country look for- 
ward to the rapid expansion of manufacturing. For 
that reason, the development of a new industrial sec- 
tion supplies Lincoln with something which she has 
needed badly. Mr. Abel has made a valuable. contri- 
bution to the community.

JUDGE E. B. PERRY. 


The republicans of Nebraska could do no better

Probably there were circumstances justifying clem- 


ency, in which event there are lesal channels through 
which it could be extended. But the last legislature, 
in its wisdom, saw fit to place uponHhe statutes a 
measure which imposes a 30-day jail sentence upon 
a driver who is under the influence of liquor. In this 
case the arrest took place after a collision- 


It was the clear intent of the legislature to provide 


so drastic a punishment for reckless drivers that it 
took discretionary authority out of the hands of the 
court. The action of the Omaha judge is a plain 
nullification of the law. 


BETTER OFF THAN OTHERS. 


With heat, drouth, gras»hoppers, 
unemployment 


and seemingly every other imaginable plague to dis- 
tract us and drive us to despair, we're not so badly 
off here in the United States as thousands and mil- 
lions are in other countries. As a matter of fact, if 
we read our newspaper carefully we feel when we 
have finished like singing songs of thanksgiving that 
our lot has been cast where it has been, while we are 
overcome with sadness at the plight of the unfortun- 
ates in other lands. 


The Associated Press told Wednesday of thousands 


losing their lives in floods In the valley of the Yang- 
tse where the great river of China has risen to record 
levels. Vast stretches of land have been flooded and 
the hundreds of thousands who have been rendered 
homeless are threatened with pestilence and famine. 
The refugee problem is said to be acute and 200,000 
are encamped on Hankow's higher places, with 30.000 
more coming in daily. Hygienic conditions in the 
camps are alarming and It is feared disease will 
spread rapidly. 


There is a picture of real distress, of woe and of 


want, with relief, if it ever comes, so far in the dis- 
tance that thousands will have suffered their last 
upon this earth long before it arrives, or China is a 
poverty-stricken nation, its subslarice wasted in long 
years of internecine war, which is still in progress. Us 
government has been so busy in saving its own life 
that it has had no «me Jo attend to any other busi- 
ness. and equipping and keeping its armies ^n the 
field requires the greater part of its revenue. 


A few years ago we had a disastrous Hood in the 


lower Mississippi vnlley. ' It may not have ren- 
dered homeless as many people as have bren deprived 
of doodle in the Yangtsc valley, but there were 
thousands of them and for a time sufferin? was 
aculc. But help was at hand and millions in money 
was prarcd out to alleviate distress and rehabilitate 
those who had seen their all swept away by the rc- 
Ifntlcss deluge.

The Movies and Dreiser. 


Theodore Dreiser's reported price 


for the picture rights to "An Ameri- 
can Tragedy" was something stag- 
geringly near a million dollars, but 
if Hollywood can pay P. G. Wode- 
house a hundred thousand a year 
as a retainer, and not use him, no 
prices are incredible in this indus- 
try. Dreiser's contract seems to have 
contained a stipulation that he 
should have supervision of 
the 


making of the picture, and that is 
bound to be a comedy or tragedy, 
just as the person wants to take it. 
The director of "An American 
Tragedy" says Dreiser is a pain in 
the foot and Dreiser seeks an in- 
junction to prevent the showing of 
the picture. Whatever they say of 
each other, they are probably both 
right in the circumstances. 


The production of pictures, not- 


ably since the use of sound, is well 
over on the side of adult -intelli- 
gence for the most part. Technic- 
ally the pictures present the devel- 
opment ot an art and,they begin to 
show an instinct for dramatic com- 
position. Incidental detail is treated 
with fidelity and imagination which 
bring rich and charming scenes, 
but the producers will'not abandon 
certain patterns and conventions of 
behavior derived from what the in- 
dustry conceives to be controlling 
factors in human nature. The es- 
timate may be in the main correct, 
but when it is worked into a pic-, 
ture it is likely to make any Dreiser 
wild. 
The movie theory is that romance 


is libidinous. Against the frank use 
of such a theory there are the cen- 
sors and the conventions of Ameri- 
can society. The producers, conse- 
quently, are reduced to using what 
they think will be innocuous sug- 
gestions, policeproof, and yet quite 
within the reach of people preoc- 
cupied as Hollywood thinks they 
are. The suggestions may not be 
innocuous, but they are anane. They 
must convey the idea of the preva- 
lence of the flesh by details which 
destroy all emotional seriousness. 
What drove Dreiser wild we don't 


know, but it might very well have 
been a bathroom scene, a bedroom 
costume, the fit of a skirt, or some ^ouKeT ^ch^t^t^^ 
if ?sas srss-tfss «srvsr^sr 
of the Scandals of 1931. The bath 
sponge and pajamas compose the

Leopold Stokowski, dynamic con- 


ductor of the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony orchestra, will be heard vith 
his famous 
organization in six 


full-length concerts, each lasting an 
hour and three-quarters, during the 
winter of 1931-32 over seventy-one 
stations of the Columbia network. 


The series, which will be spon-

Arrangements for the regular 
exchange of radio programs between 
the 
United States and 
several 
European countries have been an- 
nounced by William S. Paley. presi- 
dent of the Columbia Broadcasting 
system, following his return to 
America from a two months visit 
to the continent and Great Britain. 
"Although international broad- 
casts have been, at least a weekly 
feature of our programs since the 
beginning of 1930. when they were 
inaugurated in connection with the 
London naval conference." said Mr. 
Palcy, "they have retained the 
character of novelty broadcasts in 
the minds of most people. Also. 
a great majority of them have been 
transmissions from east to west.

The improvement resulted from 


provision by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company of 
facilities capable of transmitting a 
wider frequency range than was 
hitherto possible. Under 
former 


conditions the circuit permitted a 
frequency range of between 100 and 
5,000 cycles to pass the various re- 
peater stations on the lines. Today 
frequencies from 30 to 8,000 cycles 
can pass with true reproduction 
and without distortion. 


The Columbia Broadcasting sys- 


tem in a statement to the press 
explains that the new circuit, called 
the B-22 cable, has been placed in 
service on Columbia's ^ound robin. 
ttiis runs from New York to Chi- 
cago via Albany, Syracuse, Roches- 
ter Buffalo, Cleveland and Toledo 
and from Chicago back to New York 
-ia Terre Haute, Indi-napolis. Day- 
on, Columbus. Wheeling, Pittsburgh 
and Harrisburg. 
No statement has been forthcom- 


ng from the National Broadci'^tmg 
company, but it is assumed that the 
B-22 
cable has been placed in ser- 


vice in the same territory for NBC 
transmission. 
Stations located in the cities 


named above are not the only ones 
to receive the benefit of the im- 
proved service inasmuch as the in- 
troduction of the cable has 
the 


effect of reducing the transmission 
equivalent to all other stations by 
more than 1,000 miles. In effect this 
means bringing the stations that 
much nearer to the originating 
point of the program and elim- 
inates the overloading of ,the bass 
frequencies caused by characteristics 
of the repeaters formerly used on 
longer hauls.
